30 SURVIVORS RESCUED. 


The Shunshing, a small Chinese 
steamer of tons register, 
trading  hetween Hongkong, 
Macac, and the French port of 
Kwang-chow-wan, bas become a 
complete toss, according t+ word 
back by some of the 
cren who wereBaved, 

The information isto the effect 
that. after having been one day 
ont from Kwang-chow-war, the 
vessel turned turtle in a hearty 
sea,but manyof the crew before 
thishat taken ta the boats and 
were completely cloar of the 
Shunshing tefore she sank. 

The Shunshing left the French 
porton the 29h. January with a 
carga of cattle, pizs and gunny 
bass. On the following day she 
ran into ‘a north-eastern gale, 
and heavy seaa which continually 
swept over the vagsel warned the 
crew uf what they might expect. 
Accordingly, when the position 
had become alsrming, the crew 
cut adrift thé lifeboats and left 
the vessel. Tha Captain remain- 
ed behind, and .just before ashe 
turned over on her sida he sprang 
clear and swam towarda one of 
the lifeboats. He was picked np 
along with the chief engineer. 

Within half a minute the vessel 
sank.taking with bor a nunber 
of the crew who had stayed 
behind. Driftiog in the boats the 
whole day, towards the evening 
the survivors, to the number of 
about thirty, wera picked up by a 
fisbing juok and taken ashore.

MORPHIA: SEIZURE, 


Japanese in Trduble. 


Saturday afternoon witnessed a 
remarkable seizore of morphia by 
Revenue Officers at the Kowloon 
God2wns, when two cases of what 
appeared to be lawful cargo were 
disclosed to contain between fifty 
and sixly pounds of the drug. 


Application was mada on the 
usual form last week for the im- 
portation of a consignment: of, 
blankets from Marseilles, brought 
here by a Japanese steainer, but! 
the Imports and Exports Depart! 
‘ment. placing no reliance oo the 
name submitted, which has now! 
turned out to be fictitions, prepar- 
ed a plan which was put into ex: 
ecition just as the twocases were 
being. taken fromthe godowns. A 
Japanese who was taking de- 
livery * was detained, the cases 
were opened. and the suspicions 
of the Departmen: were con- 
firmed when the contents were 
gone through, 


Wrapped between the blankets 
were somo sixty pounds of 
the drug, byt as it was 
theught that this was by no 
mears the frst consignment, 
the Japanese was asked to make 
a statement and assist the officers 
in further investigations. He 
said he was a boarding house 
runner, that he was asked for 
consideration to supervise the 
delivery of the cases, and hegave 
the names of two other Japanese 
whom he- alleged were his em- 
ployers. These wercC. Hirayama 
and A. Watanabe, two man who 
recently arrived from Shanghai 

Tho first-named war atrested 
ata house in Nathan Road. and 
Watanabe was discovered in as 
house in Ship Street. In 
a house at Yaumati to which 
the Revenue Officers were taken 
after the arrest of the runner, 
thirteen other cases were dis- 
covered whose’ contents were 
thought to be worth investiga- 
tion. For this purpose the cases 
hava been removed to the Opium 
Factory aud will be opened as 
soon as convenient. Information 
from one quarter, however, states 
that the cases contain nothing 
more harmful than  boracic 
powder. 

The prisoners were brought up 
before the Magistrate this mofn- 
ing in conjsnction with the 
runner, and charged with poases- 
sion of the drug’ without a 
permit. .

Under the Anglo-American debt funding scheme the partieS 
agreed that a balance of four billion six hundred and four million 
dollars will be due on 15th December, four millions of which will be 
paid in cash and British bonds will be issued for the balance. The 
principal will be repayable in annual instalments, but is optionally 
payable three yearly. The first instalment will be twenty-three million 
dollars, The instalments will progressively inckease to the sixty 
second year, when they will amouns to one hundred and seventy-five 
million dollars. Interest will be payable semi-anaually, beginning at 
three per cent. ta 1982 and three and a half per cent. thereafter. Half 
the interest during the frst five years may be added to principal and 
bonda issued therefor. Payments may be made in United States Govern 
ment bonds issued since 7th April or war time issues. This will allow 
Britain to purchare American bonds ut the moat opportune times. It

The Legalisation 
Suggestion. 

Woe have received ‘from Canton 
a report ofa largely attended meet. 
ing of the South China Branch of 
the China Modical - Missionary 
Asgociation, hekl at the Hackett 
H MYdical College on Thursday, where 
at the following reaclution wax 
‘Unanimously passed : 

“Resolved that, in view of the 
enurmors evil of the use of Opium 
and its derivatives, in the past,

swould hereby earnestly urge agains: 


the re-legalization of this agelua, 
curse, in behalf of the future well 
being of China's millions.” 
Propusing the resolution, Dr. J. 
C. Y. Thomson save the indictment 
of opium ap the remedy. Eh 
remarked: Said President Harding, 
“You cannot make any law stronger 
than public opinion, which sees tc 
its inforcement."’ Public- opinion, 
the great adjuster, has ever been 
against the traffic and we of opium, 
fo 390 Emperr Yungcheng 
issued the first edict against opium. 
smoking; and so on down the cen 
turies. Peking President Li Yuan 
hung said recently, “The greatest 
evil from which China has ever 
suffered bas been opium.'” And the 
late Dr. Wu Ting-fang, the Hon 
wrary President cof the Canton 
Anti-Opium Society, declared that 
“the Chinese a3 a people proved 
themselves capable of making grea 
sacrifices in a righteous ecause. 
In the successful fight to abolish 
opium, China had the approval ot 
all right-minded men. The mis 
sionaries can protest against this 
iniquity, and thes help China to 
rally rid itself of this danger.” 


Notable Opinions .. 


Perforce Pioneer Morrison, and 
all who have followed in his 
train, have buttressed the Chines* 
in this their great moral warfare 
against the Opium Mammon,—'‘a 
masterful bit of national altruism,” 
as Rev. Dr. Halsey characterized 
it One thoroughly conversant 
with the situation in China, Sir 
Alexander Hosie, declared seme 
years since, "No question bas 
ever stirred the Chinese so pro 
foundly as that of opium suppres- 
stun It affects all classes, and 
public opision backed by a young 
but growing patriotism, is generally, 
but surely, branding cpium- smoking 
as an evil thas must be eradicated.” 

“At the founding of the Republic 
the Government onder Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen announced the total sup 
pression of opium asa futare policy. 
The Chineso Minister to Great 
Britain, Dr. Wellington Koo, at the 
League of Nations, Geneva, in 1080, 
strongly upposed the Japanese sug: 
gestion that opium be made a 
Chinese Government monopoly. as 
n Formosa and so forth. Similarly 
Hon. Alfred Sze, Minister to the 
United States, has expressed his 
antipathy to this traffic, In evid- 
enze also, are the extensive public 
burnings of opium and opium. 
smoking equipment acruss China, 
notably at Shanghai of over thirty 
million dollars in value.’ In the 
words of Sir John Jordan, China’s 
champion, “IJ am convinced the 
Chificse would rid themselves of 
opium, if they received loyal assis- 
tance.”’ : 

The solution of this puzzling pro 
blem assuredly js international 
worldwide ‘prohibition of opmm 
production, except for legitmate

power to despatch troops for the 
suppression of robbers and 
pirates, but no power to appoint 
or dismiss officials.

From South-Eastern Asia. i 


Honolulu, December 20—The 
flora of tha Marquesas Islands 
reveal conclusive proof that the 
Polynesian race came from 
south-eastern Asia totheir present 
habitations in the istandy of the 
Pacific, in tha opinion of Fores: 
Brown, Bishop Museum botanist, 
who has just returned from. 17 
months of investigaflon ig the 
Marquesas in connaction with 
the musaom's effort to establish 
the origin of the Polynesians. 

Brown expressed the balief that 
a few food plants néw fonnd in 
the Marquesas had been obtained 
from the Americad continent 
during some pre- European period 
when that branch of the Pols- 
nesians which settled in tha 
Marquesas journey back and forth 
between their istand homes and 
America, < : : 

Tha prosence in tha Marquesa;, 
of the sweet potato and the pa- 
raia lad Brown to the theors that 
the Marquesas visited America, 
as these plants probably had beer: 
obtained in sami-tropical centra! 
America, he said. The food 
plants most comman to the: Mar- 
qnesas came, however, from 
south-eastern Asia, probably br 
way of Sfalays, Jave and India. 
These are the taro and thy 
bread fruit. : 

He esid that. the original 
Paly nesians probably had inhabit- 
ed the coasts of south-eastern Asia 
and had been forced to seek new 
homes in th» Pasifis by the pres- 
sure of tribea and clans’ from: 
‘the interior, which drove them 
literally into the ocean,, They. 
took their food plants with them 
when they migrated, ha said. 

Brown said that the natives o: 
the Sfarquesas, who are governed 
by the ‘French, ere very civil and | 
exhibit the samo generosity and 
hospitality that prevails among 
other Polynesians. 

Brown declared that he is nov 
ready to express an opinion as to 
the ronte or routes taken by the _ 
Polynesians during their migra- 
ations which finelly landed tham 
in Hawaii, their most westerly 
point of settlement. The solatiox 
of this problem will require ad- 
ditional date and furtber study 
of: the speciraens which hb 
brought back, :
